I once possessed a grey- 
beond which used to be fed in the gar 
den, A man had to stand over the dog 
while it was feeding; otherwise the 
crows would devour the greater portion 
of the m Their plan of campaign 
was simple and effective. They soon 
learned the dog's feeding hour and as 
tt drew near would take up a position 
on any convenient tree, The moment 
the greyhound began to eat a crow 
would swoop down and peck viciously 
at its tall.

STARVATION POOR MAN'S FATE 


The Cost of Food in the United States 
is Reaching Prohibitive 
Prices 


New York.—Prices of food products 
are poaiing so fast that it was freely 
asserted in wholesale circles recent 
that within another month the alti- 
{tude record of a year ago would be 
exceéded and that by the first of the 
year the necessities of life would be 
out of reach of the common people. 
Wholesale dealers made no effort to 
minimize the situation. It was the 
most serious they said, and few had 
any reasonable excuse or explanation 
to offer. Sugar is higher than since 
civil war days, coffee is daily advanc- 
ing, eggs and butter are already almost 
prohibitive, the garden variety of po- 
tatoes are ‘selling for $4 for 165 
pounds, cabbages are bringing not 
less than five cents a head wholes#le, 
corn 2 cents an ear, Lima beans, $2 a 
bushel, string beans $1 a bushel, 
onions $3 for 130 pounds, tomatoes $1 
for a bushel crate, flour $5.50 and 
$6.50 a barrel and other necessaries in 

roportion. Meat products of all 

inds have jumped two cents since a 
week ago, and the wholesalers have 
|been told by the packers that prices 
are sure to go higher. Poultry of all 
kinds is scarce and very high.

London.—Sir Robert. Hart,/ director- 
general of customs in China from 1901 
to 1908, ‘and inspedctor-general since 
1863, died recently. Sir Robert had 
been living in England since his re- 
tirement from the Chinese-service be- 
cause of jll health. 

Sir Robert Hart, who was an Trish- 
man by’ birth, had been in the Chin- 
ese maritime custom service _ since 
1869: -He-was-born in 1835.. He was 
the most potent link between China 
and the western world. He created its 
Cubtoths service; jhe’ gave China a 
comprehensive! tariff; and was behind 
practically every commercial treaty 
that China made prior to 1908, when 
lhe returned to England because of ill- | 
health. 

Soon after his return, he_ retired 
from the Chinese service. He was 
secretary to the commission of allies 
which met in Canton in 1858. He en- 
tered the Chinese customs service as | 
deputy commissioner the next year. 
After being advanced to the post of in- 
spector-general of customs in 1863, he | 
re-organized the service on modern | 
lines. :
